An exhibit focusing on the work, tools 
and: lifestyle of the ancient Egyptians is 
on display in the Anthropology Museum. 

The exhibit, “The Artisans of Ancient 
Egypt and Their Tools,” represents The 
New Kingdom period of ancient Egyptian 
» history from 1567 B.C. to 1085 B.C., and 

foctises on the Egyptian workman, laborer 

and artisan. 
“We know a lot about the pharaohs, the 


kings of Egypt, but we dot’t-know much ~ 


about the common people,” museum 
curator Constance Cameron said. 

The exhibit was organized by Cal State 
Fullerton graduate student Robert Mas- 


“Robert Masters gathered together an- 
cient tools and compared them to modern 
tools used today in woodworking, 
stoneworking, jewelry, boat building and 
furniture,” Cameron said. 

Since iron, as well as other metals, were 
rare and costly for the ancient Egyptians, 
the artisans used materials such as wood, 
stone, bone and bronze for their tools, 
Cameron said, 

A few of the tools on exhibit are stone 
knives, scrapers and flints used for carv- 
ing, gauging, cutting and shaving. Bone 
and’ bronze used for drilling and hole 
punching, wooden hammers and bronze 
needles also are on display. 

The artisans used various materials for 
their works: wood and rope for items like 


Anthropology Museum,

beads, plaster and other materials, Came- 
ron said. 

Artists and carpenters of today use tools 
similar to that-of the ancient Egyptian 
artisan. Along with the Egyptian ‘ar- 
tifacts, some modern tools are also on 
exhibit for comparison. 

The artifacts on’ exhibit were contri- 
buted by Masters, private collections and | 
the Fowler Museum of Cultural History 
at UCLA.

Malcolm Xi is new hero, speaker says

In an effort to “restore Mal- 


_+colm X’s historical and political 


legacy,” a professor from -San 
Francisco State refuted criti- 
cisms levied against the politi- 
cal activist of the 1960s on Wed- 
nesday night.. 

' Speaking before a group of 
about 50 people from the CSUF 
community, Oba T’Shaka called 
Malco X “the sharpest mind

lies.” 

T’Shaka, 
Black Studies Department, at 
San Francisco State and author 
-of “The Political Legacy of Mal- 
colm X,” was invited on campus 
by the Afrikan Student Alliance 
in celebration of Blatk History 
Month. 

The professor, wearing a black 
suit and a black and gold Afri- 
can hat and scarf, said it, was 


chairman of the - 


time to “bring Malcolm home.” 

-Malcolm X was misun- 
derstood and maligned more in 
death than in life, T’Shaka said. 
While Martin Luther King Jr. 
stood for non- violence and inte- 
gration, Malcolm X stood for sep- 
aration, black nationalism and 
self-defense. 

Malcolm X was in jail for. 
burglary when he was trans- ° 
formed, T’Shaka said. He later 
became a member of the Nation 
ofIslam,a mle Muslim group. 


“He got his Ph.D..from prison, 
from the streets,” T’Shaka said. 
“That's where he gained an un- 
derstanding of who he was and 
who his enemy was.’ 

‘Malcolm. X’s™ style and 
philosophy often made him‘the 
center of controversy, and put 
him in the forefront as one of 
. the most radical black-activists 
in the 1960s.

~ A&A proposal: to-eliminate ‘the 
ROTC program at Cal State Ful- 
lerton because of continuing sex- 
ual discrimination was intro- 
duced at Thursday's Academic 
Senate meeting. 

The resolution, which would 


recommend to all CSU campus _ 
presidents that ROTC programs 


“not be allowed to enroll any ad- 
ditional students,” comes in re- 
sponse to the Department of De- 
fense’s continued unwillingness 
to admit homosexuals into the 


armed services, senate’ members ts 


said. The proposal would not af- 
fect current members of ROTC. 

“The Defense Department is 
highly political and discriminat- 
ory in nature,” said Ben Hub- 
bard; chairman of the Religious 
Studies Department, speaking 


_in favor of the resolution. 


Support was also voiced by 
political science professor Keith 
Boyum, yyho i is also CSUF’s rep- 


resentative to the statewide . 


Academic Senate. Boyum said 
that although ROTC is “good for 
the military afd good for the 
country,” the discrimination 
issue outweighed other possible 
considerations. Boyum said he

President Milton Gordon and 
his fellow CSU presidents are 
paid less than most of their out- 
of-state counterparts, a state 
education budget report has 
said. : 

The California Poststeondiny 
Education Committee found 
that the average salary of 20 uni- 
_versity presidents surveyed 
“nationwide was $120,342, com- 
pared to $110,826-for the CSU 


system. CSU presidents earn 7.9 , 


percent less than the rest of the 
nation’s campus presidents. 


The survey included Arizona - 


State, Cleveland State and Geor- 
gia State universities, as well as 
the Universities of ‘Colorado, 
Texas and Wisconsin. 
_ The national average salary of 
university presidents. in the 
comprehensive category is 
$90,400, according. to the 
Chronicle of Higher Education. 
Corfiprehensive colleges are 
thgse which offer more‘than the 
baccalaureate degree, but not a 
doctorate program.

Malcolm Little,” said T’Shaka, 
referring to the activist’s birth 
name. “And you can’t under- 
stand Malcolm Little unless you 
understand racist America, 
America which took a genius 
and beat and-crushed him:” 
Malcolm X is now re-emerg-: 
ing and unseating King as the 
new hero for many black youth 


of today, he said. This is evi-' 


denced in rap music such as Pub- 
lic Enemy's album, “Fear of a 
Black Planet,” and rapper Def 
»Jdef’s song, “Black to the Future.” 


T’Shaka stressed that Mal- . 


colm X's first step towards trans- 
formation Was self-knowledge. 
“The challenge of life is to fulfill 
your destiny, and you can’t do 
hat until you know jyourself.” 

He defined the “functionally 
illiterate Negro” as the college- 
educated black who “knows ev- 
“erything else except knowledge 
of himself.” 

From self-knowledge, it is im- 
portant for people: to move to- 
wards knowledge of their cul- 
ture, T’Shaka said. 

“A people without a cultural 
knowledge is a dead people,” he 
said.

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Instructor attends global seminar

. Worldwide environniental issues were the 
subject of an international conference in 
southern Siberia attended by a Cal-State 
Fullerton philosophy professor. 


Ernest Partridge was invited to partici- | 


pate in'the Soviet Academy of Sciences ex- 
change titled “Man and His Habitat Around 
Lake Baikal.” 

“Scientists and philosophers from China, 


: England, India and. Germany also partici- 


pated.” 
They heard Partridge’s proposals to “re- 
medy the woeful isolation of Baikal from. 


the world community” with the establish- 


ment of a computer link through a network 
of “environmental data networks.” 

The meeting: was held at the shores of 
Lake Baikal in Russia. The lake is more 
than 50,000 years old and is among the three 
largest lakes in the world, containing about 
20 percent .of the: world’s standing fresh 
water. 

Baikal is in an area that has benefited 
from the changes in the Soviet administra-

After his return from this international 
exchange, Partridge described some of the 
changes he has seen as a ‘result of glasnost 
and perestroika. 

“I have personally discovered that these 
exciting, innovative, if troubling, times in 
the Soviet Union have prompted a remarka- 
ble openness, cordiality and cooperative 
spirit between American and'Soviet schol- 
ars,” he said. 

--The Soviet Union and. the United’ States 
are engaged‘in similar action in their preser- 
vation of the environment, Partridge said. 
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“The #avivoiment will continue to be 
threatened by industrial development. The- 
make preservation difficult,” Partridge said. ~ 
“The Soviet environment is still a dreadful 
mess because of the push toward industriali- 
zation and the early official _Mismanage- 
ment.” 

But the Soviet government is beginning 
to listen to the concerns of its citizens, he |

Among the developments toward reform 
are the proposed establishment of an en- 
vironmentally oriented university and re- 
search institute. A Soviet committee on na- 
ture, named Goskompriroda, has been.
